Convention Will Be Held 
Next Year in Washing- 
ton First Baptist Church, 
One of Oldest in the 
Country.

Friday was the busiest day yet 
spent by the Southern Baptist con- 
vention in session at the Audito- 
rium, as well as the most spectacu- 
lar. Attention was given to nu- 
merous matters, such as home mis- 
sions, education, inter-church co- 
operation, missionary evangelism, 
the country church problem, in- 
troduction of home mission 
workers, songs by a group of one 
hundred negroes, selecting a place 
for the next session of the conven- 
tion and creating a new board in 
the convention to be devoted ex- 
‘clusively to educational advance- 
ment. During the progress of the 
sessions numerous earnest addresses 
were delivered and one spirited de- 
bate took place. -But with it all 
the spirit of harmony prevailed, and 
a vast amount of business was 
transacted that will go far towards 
advancing the interests of the 
y@or@anern Baptist denomination. 

Saturday's sessions of the great 
religious body promise to be just 
as strenuous as those of Friday and 
just as interesting. The program 


for Saturday will be devoted large--. 


ly to the interest of the foreign 
mission work of the denomination. 
During the day the laymen’s move- 
ment will come in for a full hour’s 
discussion, when four prominent 
laymen will speak. In the after- 
noon of today the Woman's Mis- 
sionary union will be given forty- 
five minutes on the program. Some 
time during the day the report of 
the committee on the president’s ad- 
dress will be received and’ consid- 
ered. This feature of today’s work 
«promises to be most interesting to 
“Baptists. 
Program for Sunday. 

The program fo: Sunday provides 
for the morning hour to be devoted 
to public worship, when Baptist 
ministers will occupy many of the 
city’s pulpits that have been ten- 
dered. In the afternoon at 3 o’clock 
two great meetings will be held. At 
the Tabernacle Baptist church an 
evangelistic mass meeting will be 
conducted under the leadership of 
Dr. W. W. Hamilton, At the same 
hour in the Auditorium a memorial 
service will be held in hoaor of min- 
isters and convention laymen who 
have died during the past year. 

Memorials will be read in honor 
of Dr. O. F. Gregory, of Baltimore; 
Rev. A. G. Washburn, of McAllister, 
Okla.; Rev. R. C. Backner, of Dallas, 
Texas; Mr. C. C. Slaughter, of Dal- 
las, and Mr. J. Taylor Ellyson, of 
Richmond. Also memorials will be 
offered in honor of Baptist soldiers 
who have fallen in defense of the 
country. The convention will ad- 
journ Monday morning, according 
to custom. 

In selecting the time and place for 
the 1920 session tne convention ap- 
pointed Dr. John E. White, of South 
Carolina, af convention preacher, 
with Dr. J. R. Hobbs, of Birming- 
ham, as alternate. The Washington 
First Baptist church, the place of 
meeting for next year, is one of

Force of Macon 


Six, Including Chief Mc- 
Lendon, Arrested for 
Killings in Recent Al- 
leged “Frame-Up” Hold- 
Ups.

Macon, Ga., May 16.—Macon’s en- | 


tire detective force of six men, in- 
cluding Chief of Detectives Mc- 
Lendon, is in jail tonight as a result 
of indictments by the Bibb county 
grand jury charging them with the 
murder of two young men in con- 
nection with an alleged “frame-up” 
hold-up on the night of April 20. 

Those indicted and the charges 
are: 

W. O. Swift, L. J. Stevens and L. 
G. Stripling,» murder, two counts 
each; Chief L. S. McLendon, J. E. 
Bunch and W. G. ‘Evans, accessory 
before the fact, two counts each. 

Additional indictments of being 
accessories before the fact to at- 
tempt to commit robbery were 
found against Chief McLendon and 
J. E. Bunch. 

In connection with the indict- 
ments of members of the detective 
force an indictment was returned 
against Emmett Finney on a charge 
of attempting to commit robbery. 

Free Police Chief. 

Charles L. Bowden, chief of police, 
was acquitted of any connection with 
the case, evidence introduced show- 
ing he had nothing to do with the 
alleged murders, and that he knew 
nothing of the alleged plot of the 
detectives to get the young men. 

The indictments followed the ex- 
amination of twenty witnesses, last- 
ing over two days. The grand 
jury made its report at 7 o’clock 
tonight and Solicitor General John 
P. Ross immediately drew up the in- 
dictments. Judge H. A. Mathews, 
who was in his office at the time, 
signed them. The indictments were 
turned over to Sheriff Hicks, who 
made the arrest of Swift, McLendon, 
Stripling, Stevens, Bunch and Evans 
onthe spot. They were taken to the 
county jail and turned over to Jailer 
McCommon. Finney, who is alleged 


to have plotted with the detectives 
and who was indicted for attempted 
robbery, was already in jail. 

The case out of which the inJict- 
ments grew was an alleged frame- 
up between city detectives and Em- 
met Finney, a taxicab driver, in 
which Finney is alleged to have of- 
fered for $200 to pull a big one. He 
is said to have persuaded Philip 
Lamar and J. B. (Son) Kimbrell, 
young men 21 years of age, to hold 
up and rob H. Bobo, a Syrian. at his 
store in South Macon. He notified 
the detectives the robbery was to 
come off and borrowed their car in 
whichtotransport Lamar and Kim- 
brell to the scene of the robbery. 

How “Pliant” Was Made. 

Chief McLendon “planted” De- 
tectives Swift, Stevens and Stripling 
in the store, armed with shotguns 
loaded with buckshot, it is said. 
These opened fire when Lamar and 
Kimbrell ordered Bobo to throw up 
his hands. 

Lamar was killed instantly and 
Kimbrell wounded, dying three days 
later. Kimbrell, in a dying state- 
ment, revealed the alleged plot. Mrs. 
W. J. Sutton, mother-in-law of Bobo, 
told the grand jury of the arrange- 
ment made with the storekeeper by 
the detectives. 

County officers arrested Finney in 
the detectives’ office following Kim- 
brell’s statement to Solicitor Gen- 
eral Ross. 


Said Had Been “Framed.” 


Kimbrell, in a dying statement, 
said he knew he had been ‘framed” 
when Bobo smiled as he and Lamar 
ordered him to throw up his hands. 
About thats time the detectives 
came out of ther hiding places with 
shotguns pointed at the men and 
began firing. Lamar was killed in 
stantly, with five loads of buck- 
shot in the stomach, it is claimed. 
Kimbrell ran out of the store and 
said in his dying statement he did 
not fire a single shot. 

Kimbrell died three days later in 
the city hospital. 

Bobo’s mother-in-law is said to 
have been the state’s material wit- 
ness before the grand jury today. 
She is said to have testified that 
she heard Detective McLendon 
notify her son-in-law during the 
afternoon ‘that his store was to 
be robbed that night. The Syrian 
is said to have made an effort to 
close his store and take his money 
out but he was prevented from 
doing so the detective. Strpipling 
is alleged to have told him, “Don’t 
worry. We are going to have men 
here when they try to rob you.” 

The Macon civil service commis- 
sion, which has control of the 
police department, had taken the 
position that the commission could 
make no investigation of the kill- 
ing until after the grand jury had 
acted.

BOARD OF HEALTH 
“PROBERS DEFEND

Instances of Complaint as 

to Dumping Grounds 
Were Very Rare, De- 
Clares Special Commit- 
tee. 


The board of health at a meeting 
Friday afternoon approved and filed 
a report of a special investigating 
committee of the board upholding 
the efficiency of the sanitary de- 
partment and severely criticising Dr. 
Linton Smith, a member of the board. 
upon whose published charges that 
the city dumping grounds’ were 
being made depositing places for 
dead animals and decaying vegetable 
matter, and that lack of uniform 
heat at the city crematory would 
prevent utilizing the waste steam 
at the plant for commercial pur- 
poses, the investigation was based. 

Only Mayor Key and D. G. Baker, 
of the committee, signed the report 
that was presented to the board. 
Mayor Key was not present at the 
meeting Friday afternoon. 

Dr. P. L. Moon, the third member, 
was also absent and it was stated 
by some member of the board that 
he had gone out of the city Friday 
morning. 

Walker Lee, secretary to Mayor 
Key, stated at the meeting that 
while Dr. Moon had not signed the 
report he agreed in substance with 
its contents. He smid he took oo- 
casion to make this statement in the 
absence of Mayor Key. 

“Whitewash Report.” 

Reading of the report was taken 
up as part of the regular business 
before the committee, and when the 
clerk had concluded Dr. Smith arose 
and declared that it was a “white- 
wash” report. 

He directed attention to testimony 
of Cecil P. Poole, a member of the 
mechanical engineering commission 
of the city, who testified in the 
hearing that the efficiency of the 
crematory plant was fairly high 
considering irregular conditions 
there, and he drew the notice of the 
board to wide discrepancies in the 


statements on the stand of Mr. 
Poole and Mr. Cates, superintendent 
of the crematory plant. 

The guranteed capacity of the 
plant is 250 tons daily, but Mr. Poole 
gave it as his opinion when before 
the investigating committee that 
210 tons a day would about tax it 
to the utmost, while Mr. Cates de- 
clared he believed it would con- 
sume 300 tons daily. 

“If this investigation doesn’t do 
anything else than to make the 
plant burn 250 tons a day, it has 
been worth while,” said Dr. Smith. 

Dr. Smith’s Statement. 

Attention was also called by Dr. 
Smith to the large number of wit- 
nesses, men, women and children, 
who appeared and swore in the 
hearing that they had seen dead ani- 
mals and chickens and rotten vege- 
table matter on the dump heaps. 
The report admited complaint from 
som eof the dumps, saying further 
in this respect that “the complaints 
were very small in number and the 
instances of complaint were very 
rare, and doubtless could be ex- 
plained in the main by the method 
of carrying on this business.” 

Dr. Smith made a motion that the 
report be filed with the disapproval 
of the board. He received no second 
and a counter motion to file with 
approval prevailed and was carried 
on vote. 

In their report the committee stat- 
ed that:

Message Was Relayed. 

The dispatch to the navy depart-

which in turn relayed it by radio 
to St. Johns, N. F., whence it reach- 
ed Washington by cable and tele- 
graph. The means of sending the 
message back indicated that the U. 
S. S. Aroostook already had left Tr2- 
passey and that the destroyer line | 
behind the swiftly flying planes was | 
rapidly breaking up.

Messages From Two Planes, 

The radio station at Bar Harbor, 
Maine, intercepted direct messages 
from two of the seaplanes~ shortly 
after midnight. One message picked 
up at 12:27 o’clock was from the 
NC-1 calling station ship No. 9, ap- 
proximately 500 miles from Tre- 
passey bay.

FOR AUSTRIANS 


Italians and Jugo-Slavs, 
With American Media- 
tion, to Settle Disposi- 
tion of Certain Former 
Austrian Territory. 


New York, May 16.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press.—From European 
cables of the day.)—Friday proved 
an off-day in peace conference 
circles as far as the council of 
four was concerned. President 
Wilson devoted the day to visits 


by a number of delegations and 


individuals, ranging from diplo- 
mats to labor representatives, while 
Premier Lloyd-George was absent 
from Paris, bidding farewell to a 
Welsh regiment that left for home. 

The negotiations with the Aus- 


trian peace delegation at St. Ger- 
main are expected to begin the 
middle of next week. The Austrians 
probably will present their creden- 
tials at a meeting of the peace con- 
gress Tuesday and it is reported un- 
officially that the following day 
may witness the handing of the 
peace terms to the delegation. 

The council of foreign ministers 
is continuing its labors on the de- 
tails of the Austrian peace treaty 
connected with the question of 
new frontiers. The treaty, it is 
understood, will not deal with the 
disposition of Dalmatia, Istria, or 
Fiume, merely calling for Austrian 
renunciation of rights to these ter- 
ritories. The Italians and Jugo 
Slavs, with American mediation, 
will settle the question of the for- 
mer Austrian domain between 
themsetves if pending negotiations 
reach a successful conclusion.

Part of the $35,000,000 fund which

Adjoining this will be a new 
building for women’s work to take 
the place of the present ‘Wesley 
house. This will have facilities for 
various clubs, a kindergarten, etc., 
and is to furnish a home for the 
deaconesses who will work in co- 
operation with the pastor of St. 
Luke church. A parsonage for the 
pastor will be near these buildings 
and the whole will make a plant 
that will enable Methodism to ren- 
der a great service to the large 
ponulation in this part of the city.

Quiet Is About Restored, 


But Rewards Have Been 


Offered and Every Ef- 
fort Being Made to Cap- 
ture Lackeys. 


Americus, Ga., May 16.—(Special.) 
Following forty-eight hours. sup- 
pressed general excitement, Ameri- 
cus is quiet tonight but the Wirz 
monument incident is not closed. 
Business men have joined county 
and military authorities in the hunt 
for the fugitive lackeys, and this 
search for the missing aviator lieu- 
tenant and his soldier brother wil) 
be pushed energetically until both 
accused men are arrested and re- 
turned here for trial. ) 

It was announced a reward of $50 
each would be paid for the arrest 
of Myron Lackey, the former avia- 
tor lieutenant, and his brother, Har- 
rold, and their delivery to constitu- 
ted authorities anywhere in the 
United States. A hundred telegrams 
addressed to sheriffs and chiefs of 
police in various Texas, Missouri, 
Louisiana and Arkansas cities, con- 
taining the announcement of the re- 
ward offered, were dispatched today 
by Sheriff Lucius Harvey, but thus 
far mone of these have been heard 
from, 

Warrants charging the two fugi- 
tives with an extraditable offense 
have been issued and are now in 
the hands of Sheriff Lucius Harvey, 
having been issued by Judge W. M. 
Harper, of the city court of Ameri- 
cus. 

Outrage Condemned, 

The Americus chapter, Daughters 
of the Confederacy, of which Mrs, 
E. L. Carswell is president, met 
today and adopted resolutions con- 
demning the outrage and commend- 
ing Colonel Raider and other of- 
ficers at Souther field for. their 
prompt action in ferreting out the 
guilty parties. The resolutions 
adopted demand the arrest and trial 
of the fugitive Lackeys, who are 
looked upon here as the chief of- 
fenders and the brains of the whole 
affair. There is a considerable di- 
vision of sentiment over the punish- 
ment meted out to James E. McAn- 
ally, the Souther field soldier, who 
was sentenced to serve three months 
in prison for his part in the act. 


Many people here are of the opinion 
that the punishment imposed is en- 
tirely inadequate and not in keeping 
with the crime. 

He is still at Souther field tonight, 
but will be transferred to Fort Mc- 
Pherson, where he will serve his 
sentence eas soon as his transfer can 
be authorized by the commander of 
the départment of the southeast, 

Jule Felton, solicitor general of 
this circuit, telephoned from his 
home in Montezuma tonight, saying 
he would co-operate in every way 
toward having the two  Lackevs 
brought back to Georgia for trial 
as soon as they are arrested, and 
gemple funds have been tendered the 
authorities here to cover any ex- 
pense in connection with their re- 
turn.

No Request for Requisition.

According to a telegram from 
Americus, Colonel Rader, following 
the report of the investigating 
board, nfiding the two Lackeys and 
McAnally guilty, wrote Governor 
Dorsey, asking that he issue a 
requisition for the return of the 
two Lackeys, who are supposedly 


now en route to their ohme in 
California. 

In this leter to Governor Dorsey, 
Colonel Rader is said to have fur- 
nished the executive with the per- 
manent address of the two accused 
men, together with a summary of 
the evidence brought out at the field 
today, and the statement made by 
Sergeant McAnally telling of their 
connection with the affair.

Germany Will Have to Sign. 
In the last analysis, Germany will 


have to sign these terms of peace. 


Her refusal, her rupture of negotia- 
tions for the moment and for ef- 
fect, will have no other result than 
to set-in motion the allied armies 
along the Rhine, now ready to move. 
Any considerable lessening of the 
terms is now inconceivable, and so 
far as one can see the allies are at 
the present time, and so far as the 
German question is concerned, 
squarely and solidly united. I do 
not think there has been anything 
like as approximate unity at any 
stage in the Paris conference. 

Turning for the moment to the 
ultimate burden of German protest, 
it is plain that there are two things 
upon which the Germans mean to 
concentrate. First, the financial 
clauses, and particularly those 
clauses which postpone the fixing of 
the financial amount Germany must 
pay several years. Germany is 
bound to ask to be relieved of this 
continuing sentence. She is certain 
to ask the victors to fix upon a sum 
which will comprehend her total in- 
debtedness to them and they are 
equally certain to refuse, since in 
no other way than by an estimate 
of Germany's actual resources, some- 
time in the future, can there be any 
or fair payment 
of German destruction. 

Germany Under Duress.. 

This phase of the peace treaty is 
at once the most drastic and the 
most important, since it prolongs 


for at least fifteen years, the time 
when Germany will be under duress 
and in this way it is the portion of 
the treaty the most distasteful to 
the Germans. 

Secondly, Germanv will protest 
on territorial changes, but particu- 
larly the transfer of her eastern 
district to the Poles. Without much 
doubt Germany recognizes the neces- 
sity of accepting the loss of Alsace- 
Lorraine. That is finished. She 
will use the Saar valley details to 
make such moral capital as she 
can now, alleging a violation of Mr. 
But the 


terms of French possession provides 
for a possible reversion to Ger- 
many. By contrast if Germany loses 
her Polish provinces she will lose 
nearly an eighth of her area, some 
of her best food producing regions, 
one of her great ‘~*---*: ‘41 districts 
and East Prussia will be separated 
from the rest of Germany by the 
Polish corridor. The work of Fred- 
erick the Great will thus be most 
completely undone. 


-rrible Blow to Germany. 


It- is plain that ff the allies have 
erred on any side in making the 
Polish settlement, it has been in fa- 
vor of the Germans. Paderewski 
said to me the other day. that while 
three million Germans in Bohemia 
had been assigned to the Czechs 


reithout question a plebiscite had 
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been insisted upon for eighty thou- 
sand Germans living west of the 
main Warsaw-Danzig railroad. It 
is clear that the allies have re- 
duced the cession by Germany to 
Poland until only unmistakably Po- 
lish districts have been taken, but 
it is no less clear that in taking 
these districts the allies have deair 
a terrible blow to Germany. It Is 
a blow that represents retribution 
for more than a century of persecu- 
tion of the Polish majority in these 
provinces. It represents the refuta- 
tion of the German idea that he 
was entitled as a representative of 
a superior race to hold lands and 
enslave peoples, but it is no less 
a crushing blow. 

There is a growing belief that if 
the Germans decide to sign the trea- 
ty of peace, a new delegation will 
come here representing the inde- 
pendent socialists, the only party in 
Germany willing to sign. There is 
a strong feeling that we may have 
a change of government before, 
or at least immediately after, the 
signing of the treaty, and I repeat 
that at the present moment the uni- 
versal feeling is that the treaty wi'l 
be signed by the Germans and that 
it may be signed without even a 
temporary rupture. 


Germans to Fight Terms. 


But there should be no illusion 
anywhere as to what the signing 
means. The German will honor his 
Signature only as he is compelled 
to. Having signed the treaty, he 
means to do everything within his 
power to defeat the application of 
the terms. He trusts that after a 
year or two at most the allies will 
fall apart as the conquerors of 
Napoleon almost fel] apart between 
Fontainebleau and the return from 
Elba. 

One has only to read the volume 
of German comment now to be per- 
fectly clear that no German accepts 
the treaty of peace as just, that 
there is no smallest realization yet 
that it represents the sentence of 
civilization upon German barbarism, 
and the very authors of the treaty 
of Brest-Litovsk and the very men 
who planned to annex Belgium and 
northern France and lay France to 
ransom, the very people who one 
year ago were hurling shells into 
Paris churches, are now talking 
about justice and humanity and 
German moral superiority in a fash- 
_ which almost passes human be- 
ief. 


The German Stays German. 


P All of which is only another way 


of saying that up to the present 
moment, despite defeat, the Ger- 
man remains German, his hostility 
and his hatred for western ideas are 
intensified. He is making use in 
Europe of exactly the same propa- 
ganda that he employed in the Unit- 
ed States. He is endeavoring to 
rally the elements of unrest to his 
cause. He does not accept defeat. 
He does not abandon his old ideas. 
He continues to regard principles as 
nothing more than stakes in a game. 
He is going to sign the treaty of 
peace if he has to, only with the 
intention of making another scrap 
of paper. of it as soon as possible, 
and he can only be trusted to fulfil 
its terms if pressure is never for a 
moment relaxed. Perhaps there is 
no more striking conviction at the 
present hour in Paris than the real- 
ization that the treaty of peace will 
end nothing, but as long as it is 
effective we shall have the Germans 
on our hands to watch, to guard 
against.

Pian Is Practical. 


In speaking of the proposed plan, 
Professor M. L. Brittain, state 
school superintendent’ said, ‘The 
plan is practical and has been 
placed into operation in a number 
Of cities all over the sqate. The 
most modern school system is prob- 
ably in Fitzgerald, where free text 
books are secured at a very low 
cost. 

“If the new system should be tn- 
augurated in Atlanta, it would be 
wise at the end of the school term 
for the teachers to secure the used 
text-books, which will be sold by 
the students at a very low price. As 
the average life of a school book is 
about four years, these books could 
be used for three years more. This 
would reduce the expense.’ 

Mrs, Emma T. Martin, first vice 
president of the Georgia Woman’s 
Suffrage association, said that the 
movement was of vital interest to 
the women of Atlanta just at this 
time, and every effort would be 
made to put the proposed plan into 
effect immediately. 

The gathering was also addressed 
by Mrs. Amelia Woodall, president 
of the Atlanta Equal Suffrage asso- 
clation, who outlined its purpose. 

“We are determined to start a 
movement for every boy and girl in 
Georgia to receive the educationa) 
advantages enjoyed by those in oth- 
er states,” said Mrs. Woodall. “The 
fight for free school books will 
strengthen the compulsory educa- 
tional law, cause better schools and 
better paid teachers. The women of 
Atlanta want to mark their entry 
into politics by constructive action 
along this line.” 

Addresses Are Made. 

Other addresses were delivered by 
Councilman W. Johnson, Mrs. 
George Obear, Jr., Mrs. Raymond 
White and Mrs. W.°A. Maddox. 
Charles B. Gramling, president of 
the Federation of Trades, did not 
attend the meeting, but telephoned 
the chairman that the organization 
was squarely behind the movement. 

“It has been with much interest 
that I learn the women of Atlanta 
have been granted the right to vote 
in the city primary,” said Mayor 
Key.

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ED WISE FOUND 
~ GUILTY BY WURY 


Recommendation to Life 

Imprisonment Made in 
Verdict Reached After 
Defendant’s Trial for 
Murder of Grover C. 
Wright. 


After deliberation lasting an 
hour the jury in the trial of Ed 
Wise for the murder of his room- 
mate, Grover C. Wright, a barber, 
returned a verdict of guilty with a 
recommendation to life imprison- 
ment. The pr'soner received his 
sentence without evincing any emo- 
tion and neither he ner his attor- 
neys made any comment. His 
mother, who sat by him during the 
entire trial, remained calm until the 
the moment came for his return to 


two small boys who had been in 
the courtroom good-by. She broke 
down then and wept. Judge 
Humphries charged the jury about 
8:30 o’clock and the verdict was re- 
turned about 6:30 o’clock., 

The case opened Friday with a 
continuation of the state’s wit- 
nesses, after whom came the de- 
fendant, who made a statement, 
naming a John Williams as the 
murderer. The first speaker of 
the defense’s counsel was Attorney. 
Thomas C. Hamer, of Bennettsville, 
S. C., an elderly man, who told 
touchingly of his friendly relations 
with Wise’s father. 

Testifies for Wise, 

He came from South Carolina to 
testify on behalf of Wise rather than 
to take part in the case, Mr. Hamer 
said, and had pai@his own expenses 
to Atlanta simply to render what 
service he could in the matter which 
was of deep concern to him. 

He was followed by Roy Lewis, 
attorney for Wise, who made a plea 
for acquittal, admitting Wise’s f Hy 
and indiscretion in not telling of 
the occurrence after he had come 
away, but laying this to the door 
of his ignorance fh such matters, 
and his fear of the slayer. 

Solicitor Boykin closed the argu- 
ment with a forceful speech econ- 
demning Wise for his many con- 
tradictory statements, and assign- 
ing the need and desire of money 
as the motive for the deed. 

The feature witness for the state 
Friday was Mrs. Grace Price, a 
young widow, who said that she was 
engaged to Wise until he told her 
that he was married about a week 
prior to his arrest. He then made 
the explanation, she said, that he 
was expecting to get a divorce. 

Gave Widow Money. 

According to Mrs. Price, Wise gave 
her $25 on the Monday following the 
Sunday when Wright was assaulted 
out near the Peachtree Hills school.

WHAT GERMANY MAY DO 


Germany may either sign the 
peace treaty that has been prepared 
and presented by the civilized pow- 
ers, or not sign it. 

There is no lawful power by 
which she can be compelled to sign 
it; and in either case the ultimate 
effect will be the same. 

This peace treaty, unlike the war 
that it brings to an end, was not 
“made in Germany!” It, unlike the 
notorious “sink and leave no trace,” 
and similar and multifarious atro- 
cious commands whose executions 
were memorable and_ revolting 
features of the war, was not written 
in the German language! 

Those are facts which the pres- 
ent German authorities must bear 
in mind—facts of which the spokes- 
men for the German sovernment 
who are now whining about the al- 
leged severity of the peace terms 
seem to have lost sight. 

In other words, Germany is a de- 
feated nation; and the peace that is 
now offered her is the peace of the 
victor! 

Of course, it does not please and 
satisfy Germany. It was not in- 
tended to—it was not made with 
that purpose in mind, and for that 
matter, probably those who drafted 
the treaty do not care a hang 
whether Germany likes it or not. 

For that matter, when Germany 
was ravishing and devastating Bel- 
cium and France and Serbia, bru- 
tally murdering their non-combat- 
ant women, children, cripples, in- 
valids and old men; enforcing their 
able-bodied civilian populations into 
slavery for German gain; bombing 
their hospitals and asylums and 
schools and churches; destroying 
their fruit orchards, their vine- 
yards, their herds; sinking cheir 
merchant ships; razing their facto- 
ries, blowing up their mines, level- 
ing their industrial plants and in- 
stitutions, and unwarrantedly and 
wantonly inflicting property dam- 
age amounting to billions more 
than the indemnity clause of the 
peace treaty contemplates — while 
that was going on no heed was paid 
to the likes nor dislikes of the suf- 
ferers! 

The conquered peoples, cities and 
towns were made to pay exorbitant 
cash tribute, the textile, sugar, 
metal, mining and mechanical in- 
dustries of the territory that was 
overrun by the Tevtonic forces 
were systematically swept away;

Health Talks

SORTING OVER THE SYMPTOMS, 

My readers will recall that I have 
frequently declined to publish symp- 
tons. Do not assume, however, that 
I consider symptoms of no value. 
They have great value, for they tell 
the sufferer that there is something 


wrong with his health. and, if the 
Symptoms persevere long enough 
they drive him ultimately to the 
doctor. , 
Lightly here, for we tread delicate 
ground, How will the doctor weigh 
the symptoms? Will he sort them 
over and try to fit them to some 
disease, after the manner of picture 
puzzle games? Will he look wise 
and remain anchored in his chair 
and write a prescription for some 
new-fangled doctor’s nostrum? Will 
he make the symptoms the matcrial 
out of which he constructs the diag- 
nosis on which his advice must be 
based, or will he consider the symp- 
toms merely as suggestive of the di- 
his examination should 
take? That all depends on the kind 
of doctor and on his estimation of 
the class of patient. If he-is a good 
doctor, and if he feels that the pa- 
tient is willing to buy some of his 
skill, then he proceeds systematical- 
ly to follow up the clues presented 
to him by the patient’s chief com- 
plaints. 
Vague rumors from Europe are 
not one whit less reliable than 
symptoms. TI recall vividly how, 


when I had the appendicitis (as I 
blush to confess) I could not under- 
stand, until one day after the oper- 
ation, why an indulgence in cocoa- 
nut had given me such a prodigious 
stomache ache for once in my well 
regulated life. 

Symptoms are a dangerous thing 
to monkey with. If you have any 
do not sort them over more than 
necessary, but take them to a doctor 


‘and see what he will see. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

; Percolator All Right. 

Noticing what you have said 
about the evil effect of coffee that 


has been boiled, I am wondering 
whether coffee made with a perco- 
lator is all right. 

ANSW ER—Oui, oui. Beaucoup. 
Phwhishkey and the Pharmacopoeia. 

The U. 8S. Pharmacopoeia is re- 
vised every ten years by a commit- 
tee of representative 
pharmacists and chemists. In the 
last decennial revision whisky and 
brandy (spiritus frumenti and spir- 
its vini gallici) were omitted, as 
you know, because these alcoholic 
liquors were no longer deemed me- 
dicinally necessary. As none but 
the revisers can legrily determine 
whether alcoholic liquors possess 
any medicinal value, it follows that 
the government has officially, 
through The Pharmacopoeia, pro- 
claimed that alcoholic liquors have 
no medicinal value. How then can 
a physician under the law prescribe 
alcoholic liquors for medicinal use? 
Your opinion along this line would 
be, I am sure, 
reading public. (Enquirer.) 

ANSWER—The WU. S. Pharmaco- 
poeia does specify certain standards 
of strength and purity of various 


medicines, and is a legal standard 
Which all druggists must accept. 
However, many good medicines are 
not mentioned in the Pharmacopoeia, 
and a physician is not limited to 
Pharmacopoeia remedies. Personally 
I don’t see how a doctor today can 
prescribe whisky or brandy as a 
medicine; but the fact that these 
liquors were omitted from the U. 
S. Pharmacopoeia would scarcely be 
sufficient to make it illegal for a 
_* to prescribe them if he sees 
it.

The war department yesterday is- 
sued the first official statement of 
the casualties of all combat divi- 
sions in action during the war in 
France. 

The compilation shows that the 
82d division, mobilized and trained 
at Camp Gordon, and the one di- 
vision that faced the enemy for a 


| longer unbroken period than any

division in the battle line, lost in 
killed in action 1,338 men, and 
wounded in action 6,890, or total 
casualties of 8,228—slightly more 
than 50 per cent of its combat 
troops. 

It will be recalled that The Con- 
stitution was the only southern 
newspaper to have a staff repre- 
sentative at the front during the 
war. Early in November, ' im- 
mediately following the Argonne 


campaign, the correspondent cabled: 


from Paris that the 82d division 
had encountered terrific -losses in 
that desperate engagement, and the 
division, then wired in on the St. 
Juvin front, had “suffered a 50 per 
cent casualty of its fighting forces.” 

The statement was based upon 
personal contact with officers and 
men of the division who knew what 
they were talking about, and the 
correspondent knew what he was 
talking about when he cabled that 
estimate. 

The statement was regarded by 
some of the newspapers inthe south 
as unsubstantiated and alarming, 
and the war department was ap- 
pealed to for “correct” information. 
The department had received no of- 
ficial figures and so answered the 
inquirers, declaring that the esti- 
mate made by The _ Constitution’s 
staff correspondent seemed un- 
usually high. 

Upon his return to America The 
Constitution’s correspondent again 
made and reiterated the statement 
that of the division’s fighting units 
the casualties would reach fully 50 
per cent, 

And then the reports of the 82d 
losses, from the soldiers direct, be- 
gan to percolate through the cables 
and mails back to the American 
homes, and it was found, indeed, 
that the estimate was not excessive. 

And now the official figures from 
the government establishes’ the 
minute, and almost mathematically 
exact, correctness of The Constitu- 
tion’s advance figures—the first es-

Boom Started 


For Senator Pomerene. 


The boom to give to United

Actions of States

Concur- 
rent resolution adopted inviting Sec- 
retary Lane to address the legisla- 
ture on the subject. The governor 
has. appointed a commission of three 
to represent the state.

Kentucky—Governor Stanley, now 
senator-elect, has appointed - sol-

Louisiana—Governor Pleasant has 

wired President Wilson asking his 

active support of congressional leg-

Rooms at War Prices, Too. 


(From a Bulletin of the Depart- 
ment of Trade and Commerce.) 
The price of brooms ranges to- 
day from $4 to $17 a dozen. An 
average price for good quality 
brooms is from $10 ow $12 a dozen. 
A few years ago the housewife was 
able to buy a good broom for 
twenty-five cents. Now a good 
broom costs her $1.25. The rise in 
price is attributed largely to the war. 
Less broom corn was grown, prices 
of corn were higher and there was 
a shortage of labor in the factories. 
Oklahoma, Texas, Kansas, Illi- 
nois and Colorado produce 85 per 
cent of the broom corn of the United 
States. Illinois used to be greatest 
broom corn producer. The center 
of broom corn growing was moved 
west to Oklahoma. The acreage 
planted last year in the five lead- 
ing broom corn states was: Okla- 
homa, 140,000 acres; Kansas, 63,000; 
Texas, 50,000; Illinois, 31,000, and 
Colorado, 30,000. This total of 314,- 
000 acres yielded 63,000 tons. of 
broom corn. 

There are 1,500 broom manufac- 
turers in the United Stataes. Some 
turn out ten dozen brooms a day, 
others three hundred dozens. The 
average output, it is estimated, is 
about seventy-five dozen brooms a 
day or 35,100,000 dozen trooms a 
year in the entire country. Despite 
the introduction of vacuum clean- 
ers, oil mops and other new appli- 
ances for cleaning houses, the 
broom, it is said, continues to hold 
its traditional place tn household 
economy and is as widely and pen- 
erally used as ever.

Reconstruct Sunday 
Schools in France 


May 10.—(Special.)— 
of Protestant Sunday 
schools in the former invaded dis- 
tricts of France is to be under- 
taken on an extensive scale by the 
Interchurch Committee for Chris- 
tian Relief in France and Belgium, 
whose headquarters are at 289 
Fourth avenue, this city. These 
schools are counted upon as a sus- 
taining force in enabling communi- 


ties to resume normal life and also 
as a means of rescuing the young 
irom the demoralizing influence due 
to war. 

The Interchurch committee has re- 
ceived from the United Protestant 
committee of France, with which it 
is co-operating, a list of Sunday 
schools whose need is greatest. Of 
these thirty-four belong to retormed 
congregations which are struggling 
reassemble their refugee mem- 
bers and re-establish reguiar churcn 
services in their communities. Many 
ot these congregations are in Vil- 
lages now swept almost bare, in 
which it is even dangerous to re- 
sume residence because of the un- 
exploded shells still imbedded in 
the ruins, 

Fourteen of the Sunday schools 
on the list received by the Inter- 
church committee are connected 
with Lutheran churches. The 
strength of that church in France 
has been greatly increased by the 
occupation of Alsace-Lorraine, but 
there, too, the members have been 
stricken by the material losses of 
the war and are able to pay their 
pastors and conduct their services

Methodists Co-Operate. 

Seven ofthe needy Sunday schools, 
including the one at Nancy, were 
conducted by the French Methodist 
church, The Methodist church in 
this country is preparing to co-oper- 
ate generously and vigorously with 
the Interchurch Committee for 
Christian relief in France and Bel- 
gium, not only in restoring its own 
churches and Sunday schools, but 
in assisting in the restoration of 
those of other denominations. 

Chaplain Victor’ Monod, of the 
United Protestant committee, of 
France, has sent to the Interchurch 
committee a letter in which he sets 
forth the brave struggle which the 
French are making to re-establish 
their own Sunday schools in the 
devastated districts. The two com- 
mittees are co-operating in endeav- 
oring to awake the special inter- 
est of individual American Sundav 
schools in French schools which it 
is proposed to “adopt” and assist 
with funds and other gifts during 
the period of emergency. 

Chaplain Monod tells of conditions 
at St. Quentin, where there were | 
three Protestant ministers before 
the war, but there is none now. 
Mile. Blanche Prevot, a Sunday 
school teacher, has been trying to 
assemble the refugee children at 
St. Quentin and writes her appre- 
ciation of the gift of hymn books 
from American friends. 


Seats on Boards. 


“The school meets in our house, 
the church being destroyed,” Mlle. 
Prevot says, “We have a cellar 
where my mother does the cooking, 
and two rooms on the first floor, 
one of which is my bedroom. The 
school meets there and the children 
find seats on boards between 
chairs.” 

Mile. Prevot also writes that “un- 
fortunately the teaching is difficult. 
No child has a New Testament left.” 

At first she was able to asemble 
only thirteen children in the school. 
but now the number has risen to 
twenty-five and is growing. 

Chaplain Monod remarks regard- 
ing Mile. Prevot’s letter: 

“IT am quite sure that the Ameri- 
can contributors to the funds for 
French churches will be glad to 
hear the thanks of these little Sun- 
day school pupils in a destroyed 
city. If any American Sunday 
school is desirous of adopting the 
St. Quentin Sunday school, it will 
not help ungrateful children.” 

Pastor Paul Martin writes regard- 
ing his rural Sunday school at Wal- 
incourt: 

Bibles Burnt Ry Huns, 

“The Sunday school papers, hymn 
books, textbooks and Bibles have 
been burnt by the defenders of Kul-

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LITHUANIA APPEALS 
FOR ALLIED SUPPLIES 


Paris, April 19.—(Correspondence 

| of the Associated Press.)—An appeal 
for recognition of the Lithuanian 
| government by the United States and 
her allies, and for arms, amunitions 
and supplies for Lithuanian troops 
to complete the work of clearing 
the Bolsheviki out of Lithuania, 1s 
| contained in a letter addressed to 
| Secretary of State Lansing by the 
Lithuanian commission to the peace 
'conference. The question of what 
the Lithuanian boundaries shall be 
|can be settled at a later date, the 
commissioners state: all that Lithu- 
ania asks for now is recognition of 
her independence by the _ great 
| powers. : 

| “To delay the question of recog- 

‘nition until the political status of 

Russia is solved and a common pol- 
icy determined upon by the peace 
conferenece,” says the letter, “would 
‘support the reign of anarchy and 
disorder in Lithuania, and it will 
interfere with and discourage the 
organization of order. 

“There are various small national- 
ities who have separated themselves 
from what was formerly tre Russian 

‘Empire, and who have by their 

'strength and power shown to the 

' world that they deserve to be in- 

| dependent. To delay the recognition 

of their independence and not to 
| give them the assistance that they 
| need, which is asked for by them, 

'especially when this help will as- 

| sist the allies to establish order in 

Europe, would be a grave error. 
Moreover, the development and or- 
ranization of these new states will 
be the foundation upon which the 
Russian problem can be solved. The 
next step in the life of these small 
states will undoubtedly be the for- 
mation of alliances of one form or 
another. which they will have a per- 
fect right to do, acting in accord- 
ance with the rules that will gov- 
ern the league of nations. 

Cites German Benefit. 

“So long as the present Political 
and economical conditions are per- 
mitted to exist in Lithuania. Ger- 
many will continue to benefit by 
those conditions, and the Russian 
Bolsheviki will continue to be en- 
couraged in their ambition. 

“The Germans. still occupy the 
western part of Lithuania. They ex- 
port therefrom lumber, food and va- 
rious other agricultural products. 
The Germans invariably set their 
own prices, for which they usually 
pay in Ober Ost German money. 
Sometimes they pay nothing, prom- 
ising to export goods from Germany 
to balance the import. 

“Since it is impossible to keep 
track of these transactions, Lithu- 
ania not having been recognized by 
the United States or the entente as 
an independent state, and not hav- 
ing any control whatsoever over its 
borders, Germany takes complete ad- 
vantage of this situation. 

“For the same reason it is im- 
possible to keep the Russian ruble 
from circulating in Lithuania. It 
would be of great political advan- 
tage, not only to Lithuania, but to 
other interested powers as well, if 
the Russian ruble could be stopped 
or withdrawn from circulation, be- 
cause this means, by which the Bol- 
sheviki are enabled to support their 
propaganda in Lithuania, could be 
effectively eliminated. 

Fictitious Currency. 

“With recognition of ovr national 
state by the peace conference we 
could control our fiduciary affairs 
and discredit German and Russian 
paper currency and refuse to legal- 
ize its use, and effectively cripple 
German and Bolshevik propaganda 
which is conducted solely by means 
of this spurious specie. 

‘Lithuania believes that the Bol- 
sheviki cannot well survive a signal 
defeat in battle. Lithuania has ad- 
ministered to the Bolsheviki serious 


‘defeats, but because of lack of war 


supplies Lithuania has been unable 
to press her victories to a final 
conclusion which could possibly re- 
sult in the total route of the Bol- 
sheviki. 

“We expressly desire to empha- 
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| size that order prevails in that part

On one occasion a burgomaster in 
the zone of occupation allotted me 
a billet with the wife and daughter 
of a German who traded in London, 
but who is now in an internment 
camp. The two women had been 
deported to Germany against their 
own desire. “Willi you never let us 
return to London?” pleaded the 
woman, as though her fate rested 
in my hands. “We were so happy 
in London. We are not at home 
here.” They say I speak German 
with an English accent,’ added the 
daughter, with mingled pride and 
resentment. 

If I found it distasteful to damp 
the hopes of these German women 
who regarded London as home, I 
had no such repugnance in doing 
the same to the director of a big 
commercial concern, who informed 
me that 80 per cent of his pre-war 
trade was with the British Empire. 
‘We did not know that we would 
be at war with England,” he re- 
marked apologetically. To which I 
replied somewhat brutally, “You 
mean you did not know that Eng- 
land would defend France and that 
Germany would be beaten.” 

The fact remains, however, that 
a large number of Germans are 
reckoning confidently on the re- 
opening of pre-war connections with 
England, and this mistake has a 
political value.
